From 
them it was learned that Mrs. Pray 
had been downhearted for a num- 
ber of weeks. 

Sedan Seen in Front of Home 

Because her nine-year-old daugh- 
ter, Virginia, had been troubled 
with a severe cough for many 
months, Mrs. Pray had been great- 
ly worried. Officers believe that 
the woman may have become de- 
spondent to such an extent that 
shé planned” suicide. Mr. Pray, 
however, insists that his wife was 
happy. 

A woman who resides near the 
Pray home, 1124 Clay street, re- 
ported to investigators yesterday 
morning that she had seen a large 
sedan slow down in front of the 
Pray house.. The driver shifted 
gears and slowly drove away. The 
neighbor said she didnot see any- 
one enter or leave the car, and 
she explained that the machine 
had not been brought to a stop. 
This incident, she said, took place 
at about 10:30 a. m., half an hour 
before Mrs. Pray’s disappearance 
became known. 

Woman Enters Second Sedan 

Another neighbor, a man, is re- 
ported to have told a policeman 
<4 an intimate friend of the Pray 
family that he had seen Mrs. Pray 
earrying her parasol, enter a large 
sedan on Orange street in front of 
the North Side grocery at about 
11 o’clock that morning. The car, 
he said, was driven by a man of 
large build. The automobile sped 
out Orange street toward the 
mountains, the informant stated. 

Bathing Suit of Father's 

From the meager descriptions of 
the car, police believe that the 
woman neighbor and the man on 
Orange street saw the same auto- 
mobile. The theory was advanced 
that the car first had been driven 
past the Pray house as a signal to 
Mrs. Pray, and that half an hour 
later she had completed a prear- 
ranged plan by entering the sedan 
in front of the grocery on North 
Orange street. 

Investigation disclosed that ihe 
woman took with her the bathing 
suit of her father, Zack Orre, of 
Little Rock. California,
